Montreal, March 12.—The re- 
vised record of the motor ve- 
hicle production in Canada dur- 
ing the past year shows that 
there were 205,116 motor cars 
and commercial vehicles manu- 
facturcd in the Dominion in 1926, 
as compared with 161,385 in the 
preceding year. As forecast in 
these columns six months ago, 
the 1926 output of cars and

The New York State Automobile 
Association, continuing aggres- 
sively the fight it has started, to< 
day sent a bulletin to its ninety 
clubs throughout the state analyzing 
the financial aspects of the state’s 
| road-building plans in relation to 
the proposed gas tax. 

Legislative leaders are digging 
deeply into financial affairs, seek- 
ing if possible to find other means 
of financing present legislative 
plans without a gas tax. 

“The present appropriation bill 
for highway purposes calls for 
$18,000,000 for maintenance and 
repair of state and county highe 
ways, including bridge constructiog 
and other special work,” the State 
Automobile Association says. 

“It sets aside $6,000,000 for thé 
state’s share of Federal aid roads 
and $3,000,000 for county aid. An- 
other $2,380,070 is appropriated 
for the state’s contribution to coun- 
ties for improvement of highways 
and county roads, and $2,910,000 
for the state’s contribution to ree 
pair and improvements of town 
highways. 

“In addition, there are appro- 
priations amounting to $2,060, AG 
for special construction in 
sau, Kings, Queens and Erie c 
ties, making a grand total for con- 
struction, reconstruction, mainte- 
nance and contributions to town 
and county roads of $34,290,070. 

“The motorist through the pres- 
ent license fee system contributed 
$28,386,421.51 during the calendaf 
year 1926. Of this amount $7,019,- 
644.39 went back to the counties, 
$21,235,633.99 was turned into thé 
general funds of the state. Thug 
you will see that in addition to giv- 
ing the counties over $7,000,000, 
we, the motorists of New York 
state, paid for all repairs and maine 
tenance of state roads and contrib- 
uted liberally to new construction. 
We paid the $18,000,000 now asked 
for repairs and maintenance of 
state roads and more than $3,000,- 
000 extra. 

“The average rate 
motor vehicle fees during the past 
three years has been 13 per cent, 
Therefore, if we estimate a 10 per 
cent. increase for 1927, it ought to 
be conservative. On the basis of a 
10 per cent. increase in receipts 
from motor vehicle fees during 
1927, we will be paying the state 
between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000 
over the amount of money asked 
for repairs, maintenance and up- 
keep of state highway and other 
special purposes,

'T is a great satisfaction to be able to report that motor 
I vehicle fatalities during January, 1917, were the lowest 
since 1924. The total is 1,430, which is bad enough, but on a 
comparative basis the showing is encouraging. For instance, 
during the January just passed, forty-six persons were killed 
in motor vehicle accidents every day. but during January, 
1925, sixty-five persons per day “fered fatal injuries. 
During January, 1926, the daily fatality toll was forty-nine 
persons. 

The encouraging aspect of this is that apparently the 
long campaign of education is actually bearing fruit. There 
are many more motor vehicles in operation this year than 
there were in 1925 or 1926, and yet the death toll goes down. 
Certainly there is reason to believe that the cause for the 
decrease is to be found in an increase in care on the part 
of both drivers and pedestrians. 

In dealing with a heart-rending problem like this one of 
accidents, we would like to discover some revolutionary 
cure, but such a consummation never can be. The processes 
of education seem harrowingly slow, but they are the only 
real cure. Our one recourse is to -bend every energy to make 
the educational campaign as far-reaching and as comprehen- 
sive as possible.
